SUGGESTS HOW TO 
LIVE ON FAT 
OF THE LAND 


The article helow taken from thc 
Strathmore Standard and written by 
BR S. Stockton is worthy of carefu 
persual and explains how one cal. 
live off the fat of the land. 

The last few years have force. 
many farmers and small town resi 
dents into what has always been a sys 
tem, of raising ond preparing as much 
food as possible at home. Goou 
wealth is favored by cleanliness, gooc 
food, abstenious and self denying hab 
jtzs and common sense care. Fanmers 
in particular, can mostly even in 
thee. times, live on the fat of tix 
land, if they take full advantage 01 
their opportunities. It may be of in- 
térest to discuss these matters in 
some detail and catalogue them a: 
follows: 

1. Whole wheat flour is more nour- 
{shing and healthful then the process- 
4, white flour of commerce bul 
but. Joey not keep so Icng in storage 
and should be ground at home or at & 
local mill, such as we have at Gleichen. 
The same remarks app’) to crack- 
ed: wheat prepared at home for break- 
fast.fovi. Most farmers have a feed 
grinder that can be used. Also theii. 
js a loss in selling good wheat at say 
a cent a pound and buying it back at 
store prices. 

2. Corn meal can also be ground 
from the flint corn or squaw corn 
that matures here. I tried have this 
with a small hand grinder and the 
eorn bread or scones made from the 
meal were just all right. 

8. Sweet corn or corn in the milk 
ean be cut from the cobs and dried in 
the sun or oven the stove in a screen- 
ed wire box. The dried corn will keep 
indefinitely and is delicious when 
cooked. 

4. Ham and bacon can be cured in 
a smoke! house at home and is hard to 
beat. Cut and trim and place in a 
barrel, covering each with coarse salt 
and a little brown sugar. Fill in with 
mater and leave for ten days in warm 
weather. Then take cut and hang in 
the smoke house for eight or ten 
days. The smoke house should be 
high and have an earthen floor with 
a hole in the centre for the fire. Down 
south they use green hardwood, but 
green illow, birch anc chokecheery 
from the river would likely do very 
mell, The s0 called liquid smoke can 
be used but, although much easier, 1s 
not in my opinion as good, Again the 
home cured produced will not stand 
shipment, as well as the commercial 
article filled with salt and salt petre, 
but is very good to eat.

9, Poultry, products are naturally 
one of the chief home product resour- 
ces on the farm and sometimes in 
town. Poultry, more or less, hold 
themselves in readiness for the pot, 
when required, buti the meat can be 
cold packed and ppocessed in sealers 
for future use. Eggs can be put 
down in oats, water glass or lime 
water. 

The most important matters in 
keeping eggs, meat, dairy products, 
fruit and vegetables is to have them 
free from bruises, clean and cooled 
right away after being laid, prepared 
or picked and kept at. proper low 
temperature or as near it as possible. 

10. There are many other things, 
such as dry salt sides head cheese, 
etc. that can be prepared. These re- 
ceipes have been gathered from far 
and wide, from Texas to Strathmore, 
and it is hoped will be of interest.

murket has not yet advanced to any 
great degree, the situation in the hog 
industry has been very satisfactory 
for most of the year thus far, with 
good prices and a marked advacce 
made by producers in the quality of 
product. Recently, however, the trend 
of the market locally has been down- 
‘ward. 

In the dairy industry, a substantial 
advance in the amount of butter pro- 
duction has been recorded. In the 
poultry industry prices are somewhat 
better.
